A New Plan for Mainfaining Silver 


in Circulation. 
We have before us a pamiphiet en- 
titled “The Money of the United 


States,’’ by Henry M. Benedict of New 
York, which advances an entirely new 
plan for the maintenance of silver asa 
circulating medium on a parity with 
wold. We are generally disposed to 
look with distrust upon New York 
schemes for the betterment of ‘silver. 
as their real interest is in the opposite 
direction, and we are not sure but this 
latest proposition is about the worst of 
But the novelty of the project 
makes it at least worthy of discussion. 
Ar outline is given as follows: 

1. Establish an equivalent. Call it 
a fund-—reserved fund or parity fund. 

2. Pav into the fund an amount 
equal to the difference between the 
stamped value of the silver dollars and 
the bulljon vaiue of the silver contained 
in them in gold. 

3. Place in that fund all seigniorage 
profits hereafter received from the coin- 
age of silver. 

4. Pledge the public faithto keep 
this fund intact from encroachment or 
use for any other purpose than to main- 
tain gold payments. 

5. Adjust the equivalent in the fund 
each year, basing it upon the average 
pricé of silver bullion during the pre- 
ceding year. 

The people of the United States will 
then have in the intrinsic value of the 
silver dollars and inthis reserve tund 
gold value for all silver dollars issued. 

To establish an equivalent in the fund 
at, the present time requires about 
sf40,000,000. 

The seigniorage profit on the coinage 
has already amounted to $72,000,000. 
It justly belongs to the holders of silver 
dollars as a reserve to be placed in the 
fund to maintain the value of silver 
money. It has been covered into the 
treasury and paid out as an ‘unappro- 
priated balance for general purposes. 
In this way the people have had the 
benefit of it; therefore, they can afford 
to have it put back into the fund. 

To acquire the equivalent fund $140,- 
000,000— 

PLACE IN THE FUND 
1. The United States notes 


$100,000,.000 
2. The seigniorage profit de- 
rived from coining sil- 


ver bullion held for 
treasury notes of 1890. 24,000,000 

3. Gold balance in_ the 
16,000,000 
$140,000,000 


This exhibit shows that Congress has 
now in the treasury a sufficient amount 
to establish the fund. The difference 
between the $24,000,000 silver in the 
fund and the gold equivalent, say 
$8,000,000, can be acquired without 
difficulty from the revenues or by sale 
of bonds. 

TO MAINTAIN THE FUND. 

1. Coverinto the fund from the an- 
nual revenues a sufficient amount in 
gold to provide the equivalent, as ad- 
justed from vear to year. The seign- 
iorage profit, $72,000,000, should 
first be returned to this fund to make 
up deficiencies in it. 

No other appropriation of this seign- 
iorage profit can justly or equitably be 
made. 

It does not belong to the sellers of 
bullion to the treasury. They received 
the market value for it to their satis- 
faction. It does belong to the people 
of the United States, who own the sil- 
ver dollars, and as long as the purchas- 
ing power of the silver dollar continues 
equal to gold they will be satistied. 

2. If the reveuues are not adequate, 
sell United States bonds to the neces- 
sary amount, buy gold bullion with the 
proceeds, coin it, and place it in the’ 
fund. 

The money is always ready to buy the 
bonds of the United States. 

PURCHASE OF GOLD. 


The mints manufactured $36,000,- 
000 gold bars last year. The treasury 
can buy such bars of the owners at the 
market price. 

The purchase of gold by the treasury 
will stop gold shipments from the 
United States until it has obtained its 
supply. ‘The equal or better price paid 
here will take it tothe treasury, and 
the foreign demand must be supplied 
elsewhere. 

This plan, without changing the ratio 
of 16 6Qver tol gold, establishes the 
equivalent. 

UURPOSES OF THE FUND. 

1. To maintain an equivalent be- 
silver 
dollars and the gold vilue of the. silver 
bullion contained in them. 

2. To keep up the equivalent in ease 
athe reserve in the fund is diminished by 
the demand made to exchange silver 
money or paper money for gold money 
—by appropriations from the revenues, 
or the sale of United States bonds, and 
the purchase and coinage of gold for 
the fund. | 

3. This fand must be sacredly main- 
tained for these purposes, and used for 
no other payments, and it will be a per- 
manent evidence of the ability of the | 
people ofthe United States to keep 
the value of their silver money equal to 
gold.

This newest 
pian of the gold bugs is the most auda- 
cious of anything they have yet put 
forth, and it will not deceive the friends 
of silver, who, we believe, are in the 
great majority in the United States. 


Tne Cincinnati Times-Star thinks it 
would be a sorry day for the United 
States if Celestial John should deter- 
mine to resent the abrogation of its 
treaty provisions, come to America, 
Geary law or no Geary law, and over- 
whelm the country by sheer force of 
numbers. It says: 

America could no more stand against 
such a flood than can one or two men 
against the African army ant. The 
Yankee may regard himself as capable 
of facing a half dozen Chinamen, but 
there could be ten times half a dozen 
foreach Yankee to face. The horde 
could be never ending and so at last 
irresistible. It was such a horde, that, 
inferior in arms and in intelligence, at 
last scattered the powerful Roman em- 
pire. 

Even allowing that China were an 
aggressive nation and capable of under- 
taking such a task, we see no danger of 
the United States being overcome by 
mere force of numbers. The triumphs 
of barbaric hosts in the world’s history 
were before the days of machine guns, 
dynamite and other modern means of 
warfare. China could not send her 
hordes into America without transport- 
ing them across the broad Pacific, and 
there is where the rub would be. She 
would first have to conquer our navy. 
Then inthe attempt to land her armies 
on our shores she would be confronted 
by such formidable forces and such 
superior armament asto produce a prac- 
tical annihilation of the invaders. No, 
the forcible invasion of America from 
the Orient is hardly among the possi- 
bilities; it is dt naeihe invasion that 
has been going on hitherto which is 
most alarming.

COUNTY HOSPITAL, 


Investigation of Charges Against | 


the Management. 


Supervisors and King’s Daughters 
at the Institution. 


Dr. Hagan, the Superintendent, Had 
Nothing to Conceal. 


The Patients Well Fed and Kecelve 
Proper Attention~The Supplies of 
Good Quality—What the Pa- 
tlents Have to Sus.

A committee of the Board of Super- 
visors, together with representatives of 
the organization known as the King’s 
Daughters, met at the County Hospital 
yesterday and investigated the charges 
recently made against the conduct of 
affairs in that institution. 

Soon after 9 o'clock Supervisors For- 
rester. Hanly and Cook were driven 
from the Courthouse tothe hospital, and 
on their arrival at that place met Su- 
pervisor Francisco, and of the King’s 
Daughters, the following named ladies: 
Mrs. Bertha Landt, -president of the 
Southern Californigorganization; Mrs. 
EK. M. Hamilton, pr@sident of the hos- 
pital branch of the’Mocal circles; Mrs. 
G. M. Potts and Mrs. Hine. 

Chairman Forrester, of the Hospital 
Committee, in making some preliminary 
remarks, said that the board had noth- 
ing to conceal, and that he believed the 
county took as good Gare of the sick 
gnd unfortunate as in any other place 
he knew of. There were a great many 
to care for who had come from other 
parts of the State, and from other 
States. 

Mrs. E. M. Namilton then proceeded 
to read the charges against the hos- 
pital management as made some days 
ago. After repeating each charge sep- 
arately, she read the published answer 
of Dr. Hagan, the superintendent of 
the hospital, in relation to it. She 
went further in each case to defend the 
original charge. and insome degree to 
refute the denial made by Dr. Hagan in 
reference to it. 

After reading the charge as to same 
of tite rooms not ‘having been ‘scrubbed 
for long intervals, Mrs. Hamilton went 
on to state, that ward 8 Was no: 
scrubbed fortwo months after March 
16, and that considerabie quantities of 
dust had been seen to have accumulated 
under the beds. She furtlier told of 
how some of the other wards and some 
of the halls had-not been cleaned in 
this manner for three or four weeks at 
a time, and that when they were 
cleansed the work was done by Mrs. 
Costello, who was very feeble, and by 
Fanny Smith, who was a weak-minded 
woman suffering from internal injuries. 

In reference tothe charge that the 
sanitary conditions were bad and that 
the basin of the women’s closet had be- 
come clogged so that water had over- 
flown and run ontoa_ bed below, to- 
wether with the answer to the same 
that this had occurred withthe closet 
when rags were thrown into it, Mrs. 
Hamilton said that the unsanitary con- 
dition of the closet had.-been of long 
standing.. 

Chairman Forrester said that the 
Supervisors had tnown for time

that the closets wete not as they should 
be, and that Dr. Hagan had called the 
boarll’s attention to the matter. That 
body had, however, found® it necessary 
to practice the closest economy with 
the funds at hand, and so far had not 
seen its way clear to make the desired 
change of placing the closets outside of, 
the main building. 
The charge that the hot water had 


been shut off from a~part- of the buiid--| 


ing for four days out of a weekand that 
great inconvenience was caused to the 
nurses thereby was next read, together 
with the answer to the same that in 
such cases the hot water,,was not 
needed. 

In further reply to this the King’s 
Daughters’ representative stated that 
in the male wards men sometimes came 
in dirty, and did not have baths as they 
should. 

‘The matter of the claim that patients 
were forced to leave havifig re- 
covered from illness was the next dis- 
cussed. 

Dr. Hagan said that nobody had been 
turned away unless cured. » 

Mrs. Landt said she had: been told 
that many men were forced to leave on 
account of unkind treatment. She did 
not, however, know it from actual ob- 
servation, and the names were @ifficult 
to obtain. 

As to the fifth charge, which stated 
that persons were denied admission 
when fit subjects for the county's care, 
Mrs. Landt said she had heard it of the 
case of an old soldier named Swartout, 
nearly 80 years of age, for whose ad- 
mission an application had been made. 
The applicant had been told that the 
man had better not come thére, but per- 
mission was finally granted, and the 
former soldier died within forty-eight 


hours after he entered the institution. 


Dr. Hagan here rose to explain. He 
said that a gentleman had come to him 
and asked that anold soldier named 
Swartout be taken in. After the gen- 
tleman had relatedthe citcnmstances 
to him the doctor replied to the effect 
that it was ashame to put an American 
soldier ina pauper’s home. He bimself 
was an old soldier, and if he were to 
become destitute in his old age there 
was a home for him down by the sea. 
lie had, however, tinally ordered that 
the ambulance ebe sent for Swartout, and 
the man died within two davs from 
the time he was received into the hos- 
pital. 

Chairman Forrester said 


that the 


_ board had instructed Mr. Hagan to use 


discretion in admittiny new patients 


so that the county shouid not be im- 
posed upon. 
The board when giving an order for 


the admission of a patient could not 
give a medical examination and there- 
fore the judgment of Dr. Hagag_ must 
be exercised as to their fitness to enter. 

The question as to whether the num- 
ber of nurses was adequate, coming Up, 
Mrs. Land said that she herseif had 
seen the dying crying for drink when 
the one nurse in the women’s depart- 
ment was engaged in attending a criti- 
cal case in another ward at a sufticient 
distance away so that she (the nurse) 
could not hear the cali. 

Dr. Hagan explained that the case.re- 
ferred to was that of a woman who 
cid not die for some weeks after that 
time. He further gave the names of 
fourteen women in the woman’s ward 
who were at least able to get a drink 
of water, At the time ofthe case men- 
tioned there were twenty-eight women 
under the care ofthe one nurse, and 
that included the fourteen just 


‘speken of. 


One of the ladies inquired if there 
were any female nurses for theofemale 
patientsin the insane ware, 


Dr. Murphy. one of the istant phy- 
sicians in the hospital, said bat there 
was usually no special purse employed 


for that purpose. One of the female 
nurses from another ward, however. 


came in at the proper times.and Ccressed 


|} sustained Mrs. Hart. 


and undressed them, and attended to 
their baths: 

It was also explained that there were 
‘but few insane patients kept in the 
hospital. Violent cases were kept but 
one night. Doubtful cases were kept 
for a few days to see if they would not 
become quieted Only the milder cases 
were permanently retained. In one or 
two cases a special nurse had been de- 
tailed to attend an insane patient. | 

In reference to the food question, the 
ladies argued that the food was good in 
quantity but not in quality, and that the 
tea given them was not as it should be. 

Chairman Forrester said that as far 


as the supplies furnished, they were of |. 


good quality. 

One of the ladies wanted to know if 
the tea furnished was not bought for 
17 cents per pound. 

Chairman Forrester said further that 
the bid for tea at that price was re- 
jected and that the tea purchased was 
He -was formerly in the 
tea business himself and had tasted it 
on Wall street, New York, for years. 
He knew that the article now in use at 
the hospital was as good, if not better, 
than most laboring men have on their 
tables. 

As for the food served not being good, 
Dr. Hagan said he had frequently eaten 
with the patients, and what they had 
to eat was all right. 

The ladies then wanted to know about 
duck eggs being fed to patients instead 
of the hen product, and were informed 
that duck egys were given only in egg- 
nog, to consumptives. They did not 
know the difference. ; 

It was then inquired if some of the 
egg-nog served was not lacking in 
whisky, and if whisky had not been 
withdrawn from consumptives who had 
been accustomed to having it. 

Dr. Hagan said that a large quantity 
of whisky and, port wine were pur- 
chased, and thatthe whisky had been 
exhausted nearly a month before he 
had anticipated. On account of this 
the patients had been deprived of it, but 
fora davortwoonly. He himself did 
not favor giving liquor extensively to 
the patients. Ofcourse the stimulat- 
ing effect of it would make them feel 
better for atime, but he did not believe 
that its use would lengthen life for a 
single day. The doctor reiterated that 
he had never denied a fit. subject ad- 
mission to the institution, and said that 
such could not be proved. 

Chairman Forrester said that he did 
not wish to censure the ladies at all for 
having caused the investigation. The 
Supervisors felt grateful to them for 
their interest in the institution, and he 
believed that Dr. Hagan wenld be 
pleased to receive any suggestions 
looking to the betterment of the. man- 
agement that they wished to offer. 

One of the ladies remarked, as had 
been done several times before during 
the meeting, something’ to the effect 
that they felt aggrieved at Dr. Hagan 
for stating that certain of the charges 
made were falsehoods, which would im- 
plv that the ladies were liars. 

Dr. Hagan explained his position, say- 
ing that when he was first confronted 
with the charges, he felt very indignant 
and branded-several of the statements 
as untruths. He had no intention to 
say that any of the ladies had falsified. 
It was the—reports told to them which 
were untrue. | 

One of the ladies expressed herself 
as not entirely satisfied with this ex- 
planation, as she herself had seen some 
of the things about which charges were 
made. 

Chairman Forrester said to the ladies 
that he believed some of the injured 
feelings could have been prevented had 


,they, instead of complaining to the Su- 


pervisors, asthey had done, gone di- 
rectly to Dr. Hagan and called _his at- 
tention to the matters needing remedy. 
If the doctor had not received them 
kindly, then they would have had goud 
reason to appeal tothe Supervisors. 
He hoped, however, that they would 


now let the matter drop, and that they 


would continue to show their interest 
in the hospital as they had done in the 
past.....He_ believed that Dr. Hagan 
would be pleased to receive suggestions 
frum them. 

Mrs. Hamilton said she wished to call 
attention to the fact that nearly every 
room in the institution contained some 
evidence of the labors of the King’s 
Daughters, in the.way of cushioned 
chairs and other smaller articles, 

After completing the sessiona visit 
was made to various portions of the re- 
spective buildings. 

In the men’s ward, Supervisor For- 
rester, in the absence of Dr. Hagan, 
spoke separately to a number of the pa- 
tients. In each case the patient was 
told that he would have nothing to fear 
in making a complaint, and was asked 
how he was served and what kind of 
food he was given. Although there 
were one or two whocomplained about 
the beds as uncomfortable, because the 
body of the mattress wasinclined to 
quickly become thin in the middle, 
the answers were very satisfactory. 
The matiresses were nearlv new. 

The kitchen was found in good condi- 
tion. The soup, which had been served 
at dinner, tasted good. A big pan of 
corn-meal mush appeared inviting. 

A communication was received at the 
Times office last evening from Dr. Ha- 
gan stating that when he assumed the 
management of the institution on March 
1 last there were 180 patients. Since 
that time there had been 187 admitted 
and 271 discharged, which left 96 re- 
maining there at present. 7

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 
A Jolly Rail and Boat Excur- 
sion Yesterday. 


The Chamber of Commerce Members 
Took Another Outing. 


A Promised Reduction in Rates to 
the World’s Fair. 


The Santa F6 Will Reduce the Rate Next 
Monday—How the San Diego 
Rallroad is Progressing— 

Scrap Heap. 


‘The Los Angeles Terminal Railroad 
officials, the owners of the excursion 
steamer Rosalie and the Redondo 
road’s officers conspired to make 
a pleasant outing esterday for 
two hundred and (fifty members 
of the Chamber of Commerce. At 
1 p.m. the invited guests, all men and 
all prominent, left the Terminal depot 
ina special train placed at their dis- 
posal by General Manager Burnett, 
who ‘‘personally conducted’’ the excur- 
sion. In the last seat of the rear coach 
sat Mr. Burnett, who showed the 
points of interest along his road to 
General Manager Wade of the Santa 
Fé, Assistant General Freight Agent 
Crawley of the Southern Pacific, 
President Ainsworth of the Redondo 
Road, Capt. Banning and others, who 
felt interested in the new buildings for 
the smelter, 
wrecked winery, the immense potato 
patch, the county farm, the artesian 
welis and various bits of scenery. 
Through the entire length of the train 
the other tourists were comfortably 
esconced, and entertained themselves 
and one another in various ways. That 
the partv was an eminently respectable 
one could be proved, if no other 
evidence was at hand, by the fact that 
no member was invited who was four 
months bebind in his dues. 

Upon arrival at Long Beach a stop of 
ten minutes was made to enable the 
passengers to disembark and visit the 
new wharf which has just been com- 
pleted and will be dedicated Saturday, 
regarding which more will be said later. 
The train.with its load ran to the wharf 
at East San Pedro and 
out again alongside the steamer ‘Rosa- 
lie. Music greeted the visitors and -a 
committee of San Pedro citizens and a 
bevy of pretty ‘girls presented each 
with a button-hole boquet and a silk 
badge reading “ 

L. A. C, C. WELCOME TO SAN PEDRO, 

The visitors lost no time in going on 
board the handsome new boat that sat 
in the water like the arch-necked swan, 
its graceful lines, the trim masts and all 
its interior appointments, evoking their 
expressions of admiration. Amid the 
cheers of the people on shore, the blow- 
ing of boat whistles and the cannonad- 
ing which was kept up across the bay, 
in San Pedro, the boat steamed out of 
the harbor, by the yacht Penelope, 
which had all her colors displayed in 
honor of the occasion, past Dead Man’s 
Island, and ‘just beyond the moored 
scow, where a small force of men is 
engaged in spending that last $50,000 
appropriation which Congress made for 
extending the jetty. 

Then the boat crossed the bar. Some 
of the passengers had already crossed 
it, and some even found it necessary to 
cross it once or twice again before the 
voyage was ended, There was a swell 
on the ocean which made some people 
suddenly remember their conscience or 
something else was moving within 
them, but the Rosalie rode the waves 
beautifully. After passing the old 
abandoned wharf and the lighthouse on 


the point a panorama of high bluffs and 
‘queer geological formations, of pas-| 


ture hills, blue sky and fleecy clouds 
was passed on the starboard, while 
over the port side there = ap- 
peared the endless, boundless ex- 
panse of blue ocean. Near Poftu- 
guese bend the Rosalie plowed directly 
through a large fleet of small, fisher- 
men’s boats, the Lusitanian sailors 
showing off their skill in handling their 
tiny craft and evading impending col- 
lisions. Then was passed, to the port 
side, the big, black, coal steamer 
Eureka, south-bound, when an exchange 
of salutes and ¢heers furnished another 
pleasing incident. 

Ahead there appeared through the 
bluish haze the outlines of the Santa 
Monica Mountains, reaching out into 
the ocean and terminating in Point 
Duma. The point, which marked the 
southern extremity of Santa Monica 
Bay, was yet to be rounded before Ke- 
dondo should appear to the view. 

Throughout all this passing show the 
voyagers exhibited different emotions. 
Some had grown paler, others suddenly 
lost their talkativeness and nearly all 
suppressed the enthusiasm which was 
kindling in their breasts, low down. 
There really was no occasion for this 
transformation in a crowd which had 
been in guch high spirits so short a 
time before, but the effect of Wednes- 
day's southeaster was still perceptible, 
and it couldn’t be helped. 

The cry of ‘“‘land’’ brought all the 
passengers to the starboard rail, whence 
they could see the town and hotel of 
Redondo, a charming picture viewed 
from the water-front. Shortly thereafter 
a small boat containing the captain of 
the tug Pelican came out, the Rosalie 
stopped, took him on board, and was 
by him piloted safely to the wharf. 
Upon disembarking the crowd cheered 
for the Rosalie, her owners and officers, 
and then made a forced march to the 
depot of tne Redondo road, while the 
Rosalie cut loose and steamed back to 
San Pedro. The ride from Redondo to 
Ios Angeles in a special train of Capt. 
Ainsworth'’s cars was a _ rapid and 
pleasant one, aud the Chamber of Com- 
merce members were soon at their re- 
spective homes with good appetites. 

A LOWER RATE TO CHICAGO,
